AMERICAN AND BRITISH 
FORCES ALSO CONTINUE 
TO GAIN GROUND

The reborn army of France has 


advanced seven miles in Italy and 
driven a "significant breach" into 
the crumbling Guatav line with 
their American and British com- 
rades driving steadily forward in 
hard, continuing fighting all the 
way from Cassino to the sea, Al- 
lied headquarters announced to- 
day.

BIG QUESTION IN CONNECTION 
WITH INVASION IS, HOW LONG 
Will IT TAKE TO WHIP HITLER

As we await the break of D-Day 
it's natural that one of the burn- 
ing questions should be how long 
will It take the allied war machine, 
after It has hl,t top speed to grind 
out this final phase of the Euro- 
pean war and admlnlated the coup 
de grace to Hitler. 


We are facing a terrific struggle. 


We should be foolish not to recog- 
nize that. 


Having acknowledged this, 
It's 


legitimate to note that many ob- 
servers incline to the theory that 
once the Invading forces have over- 
come the terrible initial hazards 
and have established 
'.hemselves, 


the Hitlerites will be about ready 
to accept the Inevitable and sur- 
render. This idea IB based on the 
belief that the nazls will quit short 
of allowing the fight to be carried 
onto German territory. 


Speculation over the prospects 


of nazi surrender would b«* danger- 
ous if we didn't at the ame time 
recognize the certainty that the 
Invasion of Western Europe is go- 
ing to produce one of the bloodleat 
battles of history. The only thing 
which will force a collapse of the 
enemy will be conviction that there 
la absolutely no hope of gaining 
more favorabU Urrna by hanging 


The Prussian militarists know 
that they are already beaten. They 
are making a long-snot 
gamble 


that by protracting the 
conflict 


they can weaken allied determin- 
ation and thereby secure better 


The Hitlerites are going to fight 


invasion with everything they have 
—and that represents tremendous 
striking power, although it's far 
from what It once was. 
And we 


shouldnet treat lightly the German 
claim that they have devastating 
secret weapons for they may have. 


Hitler's army Is generally fig- 


ured to total about 3.000,000, which 
Is a formidable force. However, the 
fact remains that 
the 
Ge man 


relchswehr, big as It Is, just Isn't 
strong enough to cope with the 
allied armies. 


Despite Hitler's great strength, 
he no longer is able to defend 
adequately the entire perimeter of 
his European fortress.

New Welded Steel 
Cargo Plane Now In 
Full Production 


PHILADELPHIA, May 16.-(VP) 


—A now wolded stainless steel car- 
go plane, the Coneslngo, Is in full 
production nt the Edward Q. Budd 
Manufacturing Company plant, the 
navy announced today. 


The two-engine, fi^-foot aircraft 


with an upsweep after-body giving 
it the appearance of a flying whale 
is the first plane in which welded 
stainless steel has been used to a 
large extent, they said. 


Doors on opposite sidoa of the 


fuselage permit launching of para- 
troops and supplies simultaneous- 
ly from both aides In contrast to 
conventional one-door transports. 


The cargo compartment, 26 feet 


long, eight foot wide and eight 
feet high, Is made possible by a 
unique manner of attaching tha 
wing to the fuselage wlthcut pass- 
ing the wing through tho fuselage 
in the cxtstomary fashion.

14 years. 
But no man is Indls- 


pensabla and It Is necessary to a 
democracy that new leaders are 
ever available. 
"It Is a common falling of most 


politicians to feel that the people 
owe them a perpetual position. In 
addition to the above reasons for 
the past 10 days I have been un- 
der the care of Dr. Frederick Fowl- 
er for a throat disorder which I 
have had for 30 days and which 
required mo to 
cancel

speaking engagements, and which 
will prevent me from speaking for 
two or three months and may re- 
quire a serious operation.
